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Man, 27, dies in hospital after horrific crash with car

A young man died after being 
hurled 30ft through the air when 
his motorbike hit a car and 
exploded. 

The biker was in Reigate Road, in 
Nork, having turned on to it from 
the Drift Bridge crossing, when he 
collided with a Mercedes turning 
into its driveway from the opposite 
direction at 4.45pm on Monday. 

After hitting the car, the motor- 
cyle was propelled into the air, 
before hitting the ground and burst¬ 
ing into flames. 

Witnesses said the motorcyclist 
landed 20 yards away, while the car 
crashed into a truck parked on the 
driveway, which then crashed into 


the garage of the house. 

An air ambulance was called and 
landed near Nescot college, but 
medical staff made a clinical deci¬ 
sion to take the injured man, who 
had head, neck, abdomen and arm 
injuries, to hospital by road instead. 

Police announced yesterday that 
the man, who has yet to be named, 
had died at St George’s and 
launched an urgent appeal for 
witnesses. 

David and Wendy Hester, who 
live on the 30mph road, said they 
heard a “huge explosion”. 

Mr Hester was putting out the 
rubbish at the time. He said: “Out 
of the corner of my eye I saw the 
motorcyclist go off in a flash. 

“I thought, ‘He’s giving it some’. 

“I heard the bang and as I turned 
there was a great pile of black 
flames and smoke going up.” 


The couple said drivers often 
exceed the speed limit in Reigate 
Road because the turning on to it 
from the Drift Bridge crossing sees 
traffic merge from two lanes into 
one to turn left. 

Mrs Hester added: “There were 
pieces of debris scattered all over 
the place. I was shocked because of 
the nature of it. It all happened 
very quickly.” 

Peter Reynolds said he heard two 
bangs and saw the motorbike in 
flames. He said: “As she was turn¬ 
ing in, he hit her and must have 
just been catapulted.” 

Wendy Finch and her daughter 
Katie were in their conservatory at 
the time and rushed out after hear¬ 
ing “two loud bangs”. 

Mrs Finch, who comforted the 
motorcyclist, said: “It sounded like 
an explosion. 


“Later we realised the first 
almighty bang was where he hit 
the car and the second explosion 
was the [motorcycle’s] petrol can 
going up.” 

She said a man in a transit van 
ran towards the accident holding a 
fire extinguisher and cradled and 
comforted the motorcyclist telling 
him, “Stay with me”. 

Mrs Finch said the van driver 
told her he had seen the man 
thrown “20 to 30 feet into the air”. 

Her daughter added: “The man 
was so far away from the bike. It 
was alarming how far he went. 

“The road was melting like it was 
made of chocolate.” 

Mrs Finch said the female driver 
of the car was walking at the scene.

Lib Dems deny 
hospital ‘scare

Conservatives have accused 
Liberal Democrats of “scare 
tactics” for collecting more 
than 2,000 signatures in a bid 
to ensure a community hos¬ 
pital stays open. 

The criticism comes after 
Lib Dem parlimentary and 
council election candidates 
in Mole Valley handed in a 
petition against the possible 
loss of services at Leather- 
head Hospital. 

Clinical commissioners, 
who buy healthcare for the 
area, are carrying out a 
major review of services 
at New Epsom and 
Ewell, Leatherhead, Dorking 
and Molesey Community 
Hospitals. 

Surrey Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) 
said nothing had been ruled 
out and the review aims to 
make sure that services meet 
the needs of patients in the 
future. 

At the weekend, local Con¬ 
servatives slammed the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat petition as 
“scare tactics” and said the 
hospital is not actually in 
danger of closure.

The group posted on its 
website: “To save a hospital 
that is not going to be closed 
and then claim the credit is 
easy - but a misrepresenta¬ 
tion of the facts.” 

In response, the Liberal 
Democrats said the hospital 
is under threat and “experi¬ 
ence has taught us that 
threats to local facilities are 
often denied by Conserva¬ 
tives before an election only 
to be confirmed shortly 
afterwards”. 

They said: “We are sorry 
the Conservatives have cho¬ 
sen to attack our campaign, 
and to make it a political 
issue, by now claiming there 
is ‘no threat’ to services at 
Leatherhead Hospital.” 


On Friday, Conservative 
County Councillor Tim Hall, 
who represents Leatherhead 
and Fetcham East, described 
the petition as “pure election¬ 
eering” and “irrelevant”. 

Coun Hall said: “The re¬ 
view is just starting at all 
community hospitals and is 
going on in them. [The peti¬ 
tion] prejudges the review 
which is disastrous. It gives 
the impression it might 
close.” 

Lib Dem Mole Valley parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Paul 
Kennedy said: “We are sorry 
that the Conservatives have 
chosen to politicise the com¬ 
munity hospitals review by 
attacking the Liberal 
Democrats.

No poison 

The devastated owner of a 
“lovely” husky who died hor¬ 
ribly on Saturday has come 
forward to rule out poisoning. 

A man stopped his car and 
took her, her mother and the 
dying dog to the vets after the 
rescue dog was suddenly 
taken fatally ill in Longmead 
Road, Ewell, on Saturday. 

The driver, Blair Harrison, 
said an employee at Priory 
Vets in Reigate told his wife on 
Monday that the dog was poi¬ 
soned and as a result he con¬ 
tacted this newspaper to warn 
other dog walkers. 

But yesterday Amy May, 25, 
contacted this paper and said 
although there had been con¬ 
cerns the dog was poisoned, 
the vet believed the husky, 
called Maggie, died from a 
“neurological” problem. 

Ms May said: “I don’t want 
dog owners to worry. Because 
of the way it happened, they 
think it was something on the 
brain. It was so instant. 

“She was chasing a squirrel 
one minute and in a lot of pain 
the next.” 

Her mother Pat Newman 
said the vet cannot be “100 per 
cent” sure, but she confirmed 
to them Maggie was not poi¬ 
soned, saying it looked like a 
bleed on the brain. 

Priory Vets has so far de¬ 
clined to comment, and con¬ 
firm the cause of the death, 
citing “data protection”. 

Ms May described Mr Harri¬ 
son as a “local hero” and 
thanked him for kindly taking 
them to the vets.

Survivors remember 


The final survivors of the 
Second World War’s “forgot¬ 
ten army” gathered on Sun¬ 
day to lay up their standard 
in a poignant act of 
remembrance. 

The Epsom branch of the 
Burma Star Association 
once had nearly 70 mem¬ 
bers, but only six of them 
were able to attend the ser¬ 
vice to mark the battle of 
Kohima in India, 71 years 
ago when the tide was final¬ 
ly turned against the 
Japanese. 

The veterans, who served 
in the Far East and are all 
now aged over 90, decided it 
was time to entrust their 
standard into the care of St 
Martin’s church. It will not 
be carried on parade again. 

Standard bearer Roy 
Miller, 91, was on a warship 


that was part of the Pacific 
Fleet and was targeted by 
Kamikaze suicide bombers. 

Mr Miller said: “It’s a very 
emotional time. 

“The branch was started 
more than 20 years ago. 

“I have carried the stan¬ 
dard, but I am in my 90s now 
and thought it was time to 
lay it up. 

“It will be in the church for 
evermore.” 

John Rogers, press officer 
for the branch, said: “They 
were called the ‘forgotten 
army’ at the time during the 
40s because all the focus in 
Britain was on the war in 
Europe. 

“The armies in Burma felt 
they had been forgotten and 
they gave themselves that 
nickname as an ironic badge 
of pride.”

GPs charged with buying 
hospital services for the area 
expects to run a financial 
deficit for the next three 
years. 

The Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group’s (CCG) current 
deficit is £10.7m. 

At a Surrey Downs CCG 
governing body meeting, held 
at Leatherhead leisure centre 
last Friday, Matthew Knight, 
chief finance officer, said the 
CCG has been “working 
closely” with NHS England 
since November on its recov¬ 
ery plan. 

The plan will take three 
years, with the aim of a 
bringing the CCG back into 
the black in 2017 to 2018, but 
the parties have not yet 
agreed on the figures going 
forward. 

Mr Knight said: “It doesn’t 
look like we will be expected 
to recover this deficit. 

“We will need to get back to 
a recurring balance rather 
than recover the deficit 
incurred.”

PRISON SERVICES: Paedophile pop star transferred to ‘holiday camp’ High Down 

Gary Glitter asks inmates: Do you 
wanna be in my (prison) gang?

Shamed paedophile Gary 
Glitter has apparently 
“hired” inmates to protect 
him from attacks while he is 
serving his sentence for child 
sex abuse at High Down 
prison. 

Pop star Glitter, 70, whose 
real name is Paul Gadd, was 
jailed for 16 years in Febru¬ 
ary for historic sex assaults 
on schoolgirls. 


It is understood that Glitter 
was transferred from Wand¬ 
sworth to a sex offenders 
wing at the Banstead prison 
at the beginning of March. 

According to the Sun news¬ 
paper, the Glam rock star has 
angered fellow inmates by al¬ 
legedly getting “preferential 
treatment” from prison offi¬ 
cers, not having to work, and 
skipping the queue to receive 
medication. 

The newspaper said Glitter 
is bribing three inmates 
with tobacco bought from the 
prison canteen to ensure 


his safety. 

A source told the Sun: “Glit¬ 
ter looks healthy and happy 
and is swanning around like 
he’s in a holiday camp. 

“He strolls around the yard 
with three guys constantly by 
his side, so that no one both¬ 
ers him. 

“He was having a tough 
time in Wandsworth. He is 
having a much easier time 
now.” 

Last month, a report pub¬ 
lished by the prison’s inde¬ 
pendent monitoring board 
(IMB) for 2013 to 2014, found 


that although prison officers 
had “responded well” to Gov¬ 
ernment staffing cuts, they 
had much less time to inter¬ 
act with prisoners. 

In the last fortnight, a num¬ 
ber of concerned relatives 
have again contacted this 
newspaper concerned condi¬ 
tions inside the prison. 

One said: “My other half 
once again has been locked 
up since 16.45pm Tuesday 
evening and only been let out 
at 16.30pm Wednesday eve to 
be told they had time only to 
collect their meal and go 


back to cells to be locked up 
again. 

“Phone calls are almost not 
existent which is a lifeline 
not only for the men but for 
the families left behind. 

“It is disgraceful when pris¬ 
oners want to work but can’t 
because there are no staff." 

Last November, 11 prison¬ 
ers were found not guilty of 
prison mutiny after they bar¬ 
ricaded themselves in a cell 
in protest against tougher 
conditions in the jail as a re¬ 
sult of Justice Secretary 
Chris Grayling’s reforms.

£100k-a-year promotion 



A creative arts university that unveiled a 
controversial new logo last month is to 
spend nearly £100,000 every year on 
branding and publicity it has emerged. 

Undergraduates and graduates at 
Epsom’s University for the Creative Arts 
(UCA) protested last month after a new 
logo for the institution, designed by the 
company behind the famous Channel 4 
logo, Spin, was introduced. 

Students said they had no say over the 
change and likened it to Soviet propagan¬ 
da, but UCA refused to reveal how much 
the company was paid for the rebranding, 
saying this was “commercially sensitive” 
information. 

But the full costs can now be revealed 
after a Freedom of Information (Fol) re¬ 
quest was submitted to the university by 
Dr John Berry, from Epsom, after reading 
about the issue in the Epsom Guardian. 

The ex-university lecturer said it was 
“incomprehensible” that UCA - which 
this week became the highest ranking 
specialist arts university in the Complete 
University Guide 2016 - had not conduct¬ 
ed the project in-house but instead paid 
substantial sums to Spin. 

According to the Fol, the logo rebrand¬ 
ing project cost £81,840. 

But UCA will also be paying £97,335 as 
“recurring costs”, every year, to fund 
the design and production of its prospec¬ 
tuses, “other design services and art 
work” and on “marketing collateral and 
merchandising”. 

No recurring costs will be paid to Spin 
to evolve and adapt the new logo, but the 
totals do not include the money the

university plans to spend changing the 
signage at its campuses. 

A spokesman said: “We need to invest in 
these materials every year to attract new 
students. Each year we contact a range of 
suppliers for quotes to ensure we are re¬ 
ceiving best value for money - there is no 
commitment to place orders with Spin in 
the future.” 

The Fol asked UCA to explain why, 
as a creative arts institution, it used an ex¬ 
ternal agency for the rebranding. 


The university claimed staff and stu¬ 
dents would not have had the time to 
work on the process, which took several 
months to complete. 

It said: “The decision is based on respect 
for the creative industries we are training 
our students to join. It is important we 
understand the professionalism of brand¬ 
ing and design agencies. 

“This comes with no lack of respect for 
the extraordinary work produced by our 
students and staff but their future profes¬ 
sional livelihoods depend upon the credi¬ 
bility and resilience of these creative 
companies.” 

But Dr Berry said he thought this was 
nonsense. He said: “If they are supposed 
to be a university with an arts and design 
department, and if they can’t do some¬ 
thing like this, what on earth are they 
teaching?”

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Princess opens leading 
urology centre for south

Princess Alexandra visited 
Epsom Hospital and opened 
one of the biggest urology 
centres of its kind in the 
south-east on Friday. 

The youngest granddaugh¬ 
ter of King George V toured 
the department that treats 
disorders of the kidneys, 
ureters, bladder, prostate and 
reproductive organs. 

The princess unveiled a 
plaque and met hospital staff, 
members of the team who 
built the unit and charity 
workers who helped to fund 
the centre. The refurbish¬ 
ment cost £700,000 and con¬ 
tains hi-tech equipment 
worth millions. 

Daniel Elkeles, chief execu¬ 
tive of the hospital trust, 
said: “It was an absolute hon¬ 
our and privilege to welcome 
Princess Alexandra to Epsom 
Hospital. 

“All of the doctors, nurses 
and other staff who work in 
the centre, and those who 
helped build it, are incredibly 
proud of the new urology 
unit.” 

It is one of the leading 


centres for treating kidney 
stones in Europe, a national 
leader in removing kidneys 
through keyhole surgery and 
a leading centre of prostate 
cancer diagnosis in this 
country. 

Mr Elkeles said: “It is one of 
the biggest of its kind in the 
south-east, and with experts 
across the field of urology 
specialties working so closely 


together, we are able to offer 
patients a superb level of 
care in an efficient and wel¬ 
coming atmosphere. 

“In the care of some of our 
urology patients, such as kid¬ 
ney and prostate cancers, re¬ 
ceiving timely treatment can 
be a matter of life and death. 
We have to make sure that 
every part of the care we pro¬ 
vide is the best it can be. 


“We were delighted that 
Her Royal Highness took the 
time to hear more about the 
work that goes on in the cen¬ 
tre, and to declare it officially 
open.” 

A spokeswoman at the trust 
said a procedure that uses 
shock waves to break up kid¬ 
ney stones had been moved 
over from the Sutton Hospital 
site. 


The fate of Epsom Hospital 
under a Labour Government 
remains unknown after a 
plea to Andy Burnham to 
guarantee its future went 
unanswered. 

Mr Burnham, who is likely 
to be appointed health secre¬ 
tary if a Labour Government 
comes to power, spoke out to 
support St Helier Hospital, in 
Sutton, last week, over 
leaked plans that could see it 
and Epsom closed and re¬ 
placed with an 800-bed super 
site. 

But Labour’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Epsom and 
Ewell Sheila Carlson has yet 
to receive a reply from Mr 
Burnham after asking him to 
provide the same guarantee 
for Epsom Hospital. 

Ms Carlson instead took to 
the streets of the market 
town with ballot papers and a 


ballot box on Saturday to 
gauge public opinion about 
the threat to the hospital. 

Speaking about her ballot 
in the town centre, the 62- 
year-old said: “I was outside 
Metro Bank for about four 
hours and spoke to 225 people 
who voted. 

“One just wanted a new 
build hospital and didn’t 
mind where it was and the 
rest, 224, all wanted Epsom to 
retain its hospital with all its 
services.” 

She added: “The ballot pa¬ 
pers did not ask for personal 
details. Unlike the Liberal 
Democrats in Sutton, I was 
not asking for emails for po¬ 
litical purposes on a petition 
that will never be handed in. 

“People were thanking us 
for being there and giving 
them the chance to express 
an opinion.”

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Pirate DVD man told 
to pay back money

A convicted con man must pay 
back nearly £500,000 after ped¬ 
dling Chinese pirate DVDs 
through eBay and other websites. 

Trevor Pegg, 61, from Epsom, 
was jailed for three years in Jan¬ 
uary after selling knock-offs of 
DVDs, including Disney’s The 
Little Mermaid, Mrs Brown’s 
Boys and crime series The 
Killing and Borgen. 

Guildford Crown Court convict¬ 
ed Pegg on 13 counts, including 
importing and supplying coun¬ 
terfeit DVDs, running a fraudu¬ 
lent business and money 
laundering. 

Pegg benefited to the tune of 
£593,000 from the criminal 
activity. 

Last Thursday, the judge issued 
a confiscation order demanding 
he paid back £495,000 within six 
months or face an extra three- 
and-a-half years in prison. 


Buckinghamshire and Surrey 
trading standards is set to re¬ 
ceive £185,000, which will be 
reinvested in protecting con¬ 
sumers, and the rest will go to 
the Home Office. 

Steve Ruddy, head of service 
for trading standards, said: 
“Pegg thought he could hide be¬ 
hind his computer, selling 
knock-off copies of children’s 
shows, poor quality versions of 
comedies and pirated police dra¬ 
mas - now he’s going to pay for 
those crimes. 

“He made hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds illegally - dam¬ 
aging reputable businesses and 
avoiding paying tax in the pro¬ 
cess - and I’m pleased that Pegg 
has been severely punished for 
lining his pockets at the expense 
of unsuspecting shoppers and 
firms that are working hard to 
provide customers with a good 
service.” 

The court heard how Pegg 
worked as a stocktaker for Safe- 
ways for 30 years, before becom¬ 
ing self-employed and then 


pursuing his online DVDs busi¬ 
ness and importing pirate DVDs 
from China. 

Pegg’s barrister, Rupert Hal- 
lowes, told the court: “This de¬ 
fendant had developed a 
complete obsession with his 
ebay trading, which was con¬ 
suming every minute of every 
working hour while he was en¬ 
gaged in it and he seems to have 
lost all sense of proportion. 

“He was completely obsessed 
with his status as a power 
seller.” 

Helyn Clack, Surrey County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
community services, said: “Un¬ 
fortunately, counterfeit goods 
are still available on the internet 
and this case highlights how 
scammers try to dupe unsus¬ 
pecting internet shoppers out of 
their hard-earned cash.”

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Grassland destroyed by big blaze 


A fire ravaged more than 
a hectare (10,000sq m) 
of undergrowth and 
grassland in Lower 
Kingswood last Thurs¬ 
day evening. 

Firefighters spent sev¬ 
eral hours extinguising 
the blaze at Thistle Hill 
near Mogador and the 
M25. 

A spokesman at 
Banstead fire station 
said the fire crews used 
three hose reels and also 


smothered parts of the 
fire using beaters. 

He said: “One hectare 
of undergrowth and 
grassland was alight. 
Everything is tinder dry 
at the moment. 

“We have had a num¬ 
ber of fires around 
Surrey.” 

He suggested that the 
fire could have been 
started by a lit cigarette 
and called on the public 
to be careful given the 


high fire risk. 

This latest fire comes 
after a blaze spread over 
woodland and scrubland 
in Norbury Park just 
outside Leatherhead the 
previous night. 

There were also 
five suspected arson 
attacks on historic 
Ashtead Common on 
Sunday, April 19, with 
one destroying an 
acre of wildlife-rich 
habitat.

An unsung hero who carried out 
33 bombing missions over enemy 
territory during the Second 
World War has finally had his 
story published by his grandson. 

Trevor Steel’s late grandfather 
Flying Officer Bernard Steel, 
from Epsom, survived the war 
despite the extremely high casu¬ 
alty rate at RAF bomber 
command. 

Mr Steel, 45, from Dorking, has 
written about the wartime expe¬ 
riences of his grandfather and 
comrades in his first book called 
Bombing Hitler. 


During the war he said his fam¬ 
ily moved to East Street, Epsom, 
because a V-l flying bomb, 
known as a Doodlebug, de¬ 
stroyed their home in Battersea. 

Mr Steel said: “The night his 
house was blown up, he was on a 
mission dropping bombs on VI 
sites. 

“He’s always been my hero ever 
since I was young because of all 
that stuff. Like everybody of that 
generation he didn’t talk that 
much about it until he got older. 

“I think it’s amazing what 
he and everybody of that 
generation did, especially as they 
were just normal people.” 

The author said that more than 
half those who flew in bomber 
command were killed or injured 


during the Second World War. 

He started to research his 
grandfather’s war years when 
his son, now nine years old, was 
born and said: “It grew out of 
hand.” 

His father Douglas Steel, from 
Oak Hill Close, Ashtead, said his 
own father was “very, very 
lucky” to have survived the 33 
bombing missions. 

He said: “It was amazing, a fan¬ 
tastic story. My son decided to 
write a book about his grandfa¬ 
ther who he absolutely idolised.”

A strong-willed centenarian who 
put together aircraft and ammu¬ 
nitions during World War Two be¬ 
lieves people’s philosophy for life 
must be “you always have to go 
on”. 

Dorothy Connor celebrated 
turning 100 with a celebration at 
her home, Honey Pot Cottage, in 
Glebe Road, Ashtead, on Wednes¬ 
day, April 22. 

The great-grandmother, who 
was born in Holborn, central Lon¬ 
don, and suffered from rickets - 
vitamin D and calcium deficiency 
caused by a lack of sunlight as a 
child - said she had “a beautiful 
day” with her family. 

She left school before she was 14 
and got a job as a dressmaker in 
London. 

Shortly after the war started in 
1939, she married her sweetheart 
Arthur Connor, who was then 
called up for service. 

Mrs Connor said: “I went to 
work in an ordinance factory in 
Upper Thames Street making war 
department bits and pieces for the 
army and the navy. It was all 
hush hush. It was a big and impor¬ 
tant factory. 

“After that I was very lucky to

get into an aircraft factory mak¬ 
ing big parts for big planes. It was 
all very interesting.” 

The 100-year-old said the war 
brought personal tragedy: 
“Where I lived got bombed. 

“We were going to work one day 
and my father was killed in the 
City of London as we were walk¬ 
ing through the Inns of Court. 

“I had no home, no dad and my 
husband was somewhere else.” 

After the war, in 1946, she and 
Arthur moved to East Dulwich. 
Their only child Dave Connor was 
born three years later. 

Mrs Connor helped her husband 
in his new job of running a sand¬ 
wich shop in Cannon Street for 13 
years. 


After her husband died in 1990, 
Mrs Connor went to live with 
David and his wife Libby in Ewell 
Village. 

The trio moved to Ashtead in 
1993. 

Her son said: “She would do 
anything for anyone. She is very 
resourceful and has got that old 
Churchillian spirit.” 

Mrs Connor added: “I’ve got 
through it all. You have to keep 
going. When you’re alone you ei¬ 
ther go down or go on. You always 
have to go on.” 

The centenarian has featured in 
two photo books by photographic 
publishers Francis Frith, by 
whom she was snapped in Surrey 
as a young girl.

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


EPSOM 20 SOMETHING WAS RECENTLY HEARD TO SAY , THE WAY IT WORKS IN EPSOM IS THIS, 
YOU HAVE TO RENT WHERE YOU WANT TO LIVE, OR BUY WHERE YOU DON’T WANT TO UVE ,, 


I had this really interesting chat with one on 
my tenants the other day, on renewal of their 
tenancy agreement. They are a lovely couple, 
early thirties and I know they have decent 
jobs in Epsom. They have been tenants of 
ours for quite a while, so I know them quite 
well. During our conversation I enquired if 
they ever thought of buying a property for 
themselves, to which they replied back with 
the title of this article. It made me think 
and so I did some more research into the 
subject which I want to share with you. 

After the end of the Second World War, just 
over a quarter of the UK population owned 
their own home, the rest rented from private 
landlords or the local Council. If someone told 
you in the 1970’s and 1980’s that they rented, 
they were considered a second class citizen. 
Everyone wanted to own their own home ... 
it was the ‘done’ thing. We think that home 
ownership will inevitably happen, but it won’t. 

It all changed in the 1970’s, when two things 
happened. Firstly, the number of people 
who owned their own home broke through 
the 50% barrier in 1971 and by 1981 it was 
at 57%. Tied in with that, the average house 
prices in Epsom were doubling at one point 
every four years in the 1970’s so property 
and profit started to feed off each other. 

To put that growth in context, if we were to 
look at the last 85 years in Epsom, in 1930, 


the average Epsom property was worth £914. 
It took 16 years for Epsom property values to 
double, rising to £2,260 by 1946. Another 15 
years and the average Epsom property doubled 
again to £4,291 in 1961. The next doubling 
only took 10 years, as by 1971 the average 
Epsom property had reached £8,724 in value. 

It was (as mentioned above) the 1970’s when 
things really took off, as by 1975 (i.e. only 
four years) they had doubled to £18,257 and 
they doubled again to £36,549 by 1980. It 
took another eight years for values to double 
again, as an average Epsom property reached 
£76,448 in 1988. Twelve years had to pass 
until they doubled again in 2000 (£157,296) 
and just six years to double again by 2006, 
when they reached £317,245. Where are 
we today? The average property value 
in Epsom currently stands at £456,600. 

We could blame Maggie Thatcher for making 
home ownership the ultimate goal, but what 
we now need to consider is that the country 
is turning on its head and we need to, as a 
Country, love renting again. Some blame the 
banks, and obtaining a 95% mortgage is hard 
work, but nowhere near impossible. A typical 
Epsom first time buyer would only need to 
save £15,000 for a deposit and fees and they 
could buy a very decent three bed house on 
the Longmead Estate. (It would only need to be 
£9,500 for a small one bed apartment). In fact, 
that property on the Longmead Estate in Epsom 


would be cheaper each month in mortgage 
payments than renting the same apartment. 

People might say on the surveys they want 
to buy, when it comes down to it. If you have 
been living in a top of the range property 
in the Chase Estate, but the bank will only 
lend you enough to buy a property in the 
Longmead Estate (or a tiny one bed apartment 
in Worcester Park) what would you do? Don’t 
get me wrong, the Longmead Estate has really 
pulled its socks up over the last ten years, but 
it isn’t the Chase Estate, is it? Again, if you 
were a twenty something, what would you do? 
Look again at the title of the post ... “The way 
it works is, you have to rent where you want 
to live, or buy where you don’t want to live,” 

With tenant demand only going in one direction, 
that is probably why more and more people 
are getting into buy to let in Epsom. With the 
new rules on pensions and the ability to use 
them to buy residential rental properties from 
April onwards, this could be the time for you 
to buy a rental property. You must take advice 
on your pension from an Independent Financial 
Advisor (there are plenty in Epsom) and you 
must take advice from people who know what 
to buy (and not to buy) in Epsom to ensure you 
get the best from your investment. One place

Duffy the desert slayer is 
blistered but not beaten

Banstead endurance runner 
Kevin Duffy has many abid¬ 
ing memories of the 
Marathon Des Sables - most 
notably of his blistered feet. 

The 54-year-old completed 
the 156-mile, seven-day 
desert race in 51 hours nine 
minutes 40 seconds, raising 
£1,300 for the Alzheimer’s 
Society in the process. 

His time placed him 766th 
out of the 1,237 who complet¬ 
ed the gruelling course - 
while 92 runners fell by the 
wayside and did not finish. 

And after only a week’s rest 
and with feet he describes 
as a scene of “carnage”, 
Duffy was not only back at 
work as an electrician, he 
was also back on the gym 
treadmill. 

However, the over-riding 
memory is of friendships 
forged in the searing heat of

the Sahara, and the moment 
the finish line came into 
view. 

He said: “It was a brutal 
event and every bit as seri¬ 
ously tough as I thought it 
was going to be. 

“But it was nice to be with 
like-minded people, and we 
all helped each other along. 
We had good days and bad 
days, and everyone pitches in 
to help each other out.” 

He added: “The worst mo¬ 
ment was day four when you 
do a double marathon. 

“You get two days to do it, 
but you have to sleep rough 
at night, so the idea is that 
you push on and try to do the 
whole thing in one hit - it 
took 21 hours in the end.” 

He added: “By the time 
you’ve got to the long day, 
you’ve already completed 
three marathons and your 
body is starting to kick back, 
so you’re being sapped men¬ 
tally and physically. 

“But finishing was amaz¬ 
ing. It was almost like a reli¬ 
gious experience, you’ve 
spent your whole week fo¬ 
cussed towards that finish 
line and when you see sight 
of it about 5km away, you get 
quite emotional.” 

If crossing the finishing 
line was an emotionally 
tearful moment, then the 
blisters were a physically 
tearful moment. 

However, Duffy was not 
alone in his discomfort. 

“Everyone suffered with 
bad blisters - you’re in 50 de¬ 
gree heat in the Sahara sand, 
so everyone was drawn to¬ 
gether by the common factor 
that everyone’s feet were in a 
very bad state,” he said.

“You had to fix your feet 
every evening just to get 
through the day. 

“The top of my feet were 
not as bad as the bottom, I 
don’t think a picture of the 
bottom of my feet could be 
printable because it was 
carnage.” 


Duffy will be taking a well¬ 
earning break from en¬ 
durance racing for the next 
few months, until he finds a 
tougher challenge - if there 
is one.
